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All About Eves, Ontario's New Premier

Ernie Eves has served as golf- 
ing partner, finance minister, house 
leader, hatchetman and best friend to 
outgoing Ontario Premier Mike 
Harris. Since he announced his in- 
tention to seek the leadership of the 
Ontario Tories last November, Eves 
has devoted his considerable energy 
to succeeding Harris. 

The two men bear startling 
similarities to one another in every- 
thing except looks and style. Eves 
likes expensive suits and French cuffs 
- he allots himself a $25,000-a-year 
clothing allowance - while Harris 
prefers loose-fitting sweaters and 
open-necked shirts. Harris also 
speaks in a sonorous, yawning drcyie, 
while Eves sounds like a small, an- 
gry dog barking at hubcaps. 

The two share divorce horror 
stories, each having suffered through 
the death throes of a failed marriage; 
Eves' had lasted 30 years, Harris's 25. 
Both were elected to the Ontario leg- 
islature in 198 1 . Both raised two chil- 
dren. Eves a son and a daughter; 
Harris two sons. Both have fiery tem- 
pers. Both come from working-class 
families that migrated from cities to 
the north woods of Ontario, Eves 



lirom Windsor to Parry Sound, Harris 
from Toronto to the ski hills and golf 
courses surrounding North Bay. Eves 
vigorously supported Harris's bid for 
the party leadership in 1990. 

The similarities were enough 
to convince John Ibbitson of The 
Globe and Mail to write last Novem- 
ber "...make no mistake, choose 
Ernie Eves and you get Mike Harris 
all over again." 

Eves began the campaign to 
win the leadership of the Conserva- 
tive Party of Ontario as the front-run- 
ner, and the best weapon the Ontario 
Conservatives have against the resur- 
gence of the provincial Liberals, led 
by Dalton McGuinty. A poll earlier 
this month showed the Liberals ahead 
of the Conservatives by 47 per cent 
to 44 per cent in a provincial general 
election. 

"I am McGuinty's worst 
nightmare," Eves has said. 

Eves was bom in Windsor, 
Ont., in 1946, the son of an assem- 
bly-line worker who went on to be- 
come plant manager. The family 
moved to Parry Sound when Ernie 
was in his teens. Eves was first 
elected to the Ontario legislature in 
1981 as the MPF for Parry Sound 
(when he earned the nickname 
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Wednesday, Ernie Eves had a Target Tattooed on his Ass! 



"Landslide Emie" because he won by 
six votes in a recount). He ran suc- 
cessfully in the provincial elections 
of 1985, 1987, 1990, 1995 and 1999 
(in the renamed riding of Parry 
Sound-Muskoka). 

As Ontario finance minister. 
Eves managed a budget of $62.5 bil- 
lion. He can take much of the credit 
for leading the province from a defi- 
cit of $ 1 1 .3 billion to a surplus of $ 1 .4 
billion in five years. 

In the early days of the "Com- 
mon Sense Revolution" - a spin-off 
from U.S. President Ronald Reagan's 
Republican program to cut costs and 
frills and social services - Eves 
wielded a sharp, heavy axe. It took 



him only three weeks in the summer 
of 1995 to cut provincial spending by 
$1.9 billion and slash welfare rates 
by 21.6 per cent. That autumn, he 
took his axe to grants to municipali- 
ties, hospitals, universities, colleges 
and schools, whacking off another $3 
billion in savings. 

He also suffered personal 
tragedy in 1995 when his 22-year-old 
son Justin died in a car crash near 
their home in Parry Sound. Soon af- 
ter his son's death. Eves' marriage to 
his wife Vicki began to fall apart. 
They officially separated in the fall 
of 1998, by which time Eves was in 
a serious relationship with cabinet 
colleague Isabel Bassett, the widow 
of media mogul John Bassett. 



Eves established the Justin 
Eves Foundation after his son's 
tragic death. It is a charitable, non- 
profit foundation dedicated to pro- 
viding financial support through 
scholarships for learning-disabled 
youth. 

The Emie Eves who contested 
the leadership this winter seemed to 
have turned a page in the old Com- 
mon Sense Revolution book he and 
Harris championed in the late 1 990s. 
For example, he promised $500 mil- 
lion in new education spending in 
Ontario. The money would include 
$300 million to universities over six 
years to match their own fund-rais- 
ing efforts, some $50 million to dis- 
advantaged school boards, and mil- 
lions more for public school text- 
books. As finance minister, Eves 
earned $111, OCX) a year, but perks 
included a chauffeur-driven limou- 
sine, a rent-subsidized apartment in 
Toronto, bodyguards and the usual 
expenses for travel, restaurants and 
a riding office. He came into a sub- 
stantial financial windfall when 
MPPs' pensions were restructured, 
netting Eves a whopping payout of 
$864,000 in 2001 because he had 
been an MPP for 20 years. 

He resigned his seat in the leg- 
islature in February 2001 to take on 
the job of Canadian vice-president at 
Credit Suisse First Boston, which 
paid him an income said to be in the 
high six-figures. Eves continued in 
the job -making him an official Bay 
Street banker - while running for the 
leadership of the Ontario Tories. 



Harper wins Alliance leadership

Stephen Harper has been 
elected leader of the Canadian Alli- 
ance Party, winning a convincing 
first-ballot victory. 
TTie party announced the results of 
the mail-in leadership vote in Calgary 
on Wednesday night. Harper won 
with 55 per cent of the vote, surpris- 
ing many who had predicted a sec- 
ond ballot would be needed. 

"You have just voted to move 
our party forward into the future," 
Harper told the crowd gathered to 
hear the results. 

"We will continue to be 
guided by the founding principles of 
this party," he said. "We must be the 
party that believes taxpayers are as 
important as politicians, that ranks 
and file workers are as important as 
union bosses." 

For much of the campaign 
Harper and Stockwell Day were con- 
sidered the froni-ruiuiers, far ahead 
of Diane Ablonczy and Grant Hill. 
But many observers expected none 
would win a clear majority. 

Harper, 42, is a former MP 
with the Reform Party. Since leav- 
ing Parliament in 1 997, he has led the 
National Citizens' Coalition, a right- 
wing lobby group. He was a found- 
ing member of the Reform Party, and 
was involved in drafting eariy Re- 
form policy. He decided not to seek 
re-election in 1997 after a falling out 
with Reform founder Preston Man- 
ning. 




All party members who signed up 
before March 1 were eligible to vote 
by mailing in ballots between March 
8 and March 1 5. There were 1 24,000 
ballots issued, and 88,228 were re- 
turned. 

Day urged the party to rally 
around the new leader. "We are so 
glad there's a conclusive result here 
tonight," he said. "Second ballot 
races are no fun." 

A second mail-in ballot would 
have been held over the next week if 
no one had candidates had received 
a clear majority of the votes, with 
those results announced at the party 
convention April 4. 
Hill said Harper's election offers the 
party a chance to move beyond the 
troubles that forced Day to step 
down. "He has a lot of caucus sup- 
port," Hill said. "It looks like the 
membership has chosen internal re- 
building ahead of external co-opera- 
tion." 

Harper said during the cam- 
paign he wasn't interested in discuss- 
ing uniting with the Progressive Con- 
servatives as long as Joe Clark leads 
the Tories. 



The leadership vote was pre- 
cipitated by a caucus revolt over 
Day's leadership of the party. He 
stepped down after 1 3 caucus mem- 
bers walked out to protest his poor 
jjerformance both in the 2(XX) elec- 
tion and in the House afterward. 

Six of the defecting MPs 
eventually returned to the Alliance 
fold, but the remaining seven decided 
they couldn't stay under Day's lead- 
ership and they formed a coalition 
with the Tories. Harper said he would 
welcome the dissident MPs back. 

"I feel they should be back," 
he told CBC News. "My view is they 
have a moral obligation to serve as 
Canadian Alliance MPs... The door 
is open." 

Ablonczy said she hoped the 
dissidents, who include party stal- 
warts Chuck Strahl and Deb Grey, 
would come back. 

"Canadians want to see us 
turning a corner and healing our 
rifts," Ablonczy said. 

Harper has to win a seat in the 
House of Commons before he can 
take on the role as leader of the Op- 
position, which he said he would 
rather do sooner than later.

It is a public, decen- 
tralized, national and autonomous in- 
stitution whose activities include 
teaching, research and extension of 
culture. UNAM, which has about 
265,000 students in different parts of

New Research Facility to Study 

Nuclear Radiocontamination and 

Groundwater Quality

On Wednesday, March 6, Dr. 
Fran9ois Caron, professor of chem- 
istry and biochemistry at Laurentian 
University, and his research team cel- 
ebrated the official opening of the 
Radiochemical Preparation and 
Analysis Facility. This event included 
a gathering and formal presentations 
followed by visits of the laboratory, 
in room S-313 of the Science Build- 
ing. 

As explained by Dr. Fran9ois 
Caron, director of this research facil- 
ity, there is a need to determine the 
fate of radiocontaminants from nu- 
clear wastes since about half of the 
electricity produced in Ontario comes 
from nuclear reactors. 

The new research facility, 
which received $300,000 in funding. 



two-thirds of which was used to pur- 
chase scientific equipment, will also 
create the tools to predict migration 
and groundwater quality data at the 
point of use. Several students are al- 
ready accessing this research facil- 
ity to analyse nuclear wastes, migra- 
tion of radionuclides in soils, and ra- 
diocarbon near waste management 
sites. 

The Radiochemical Prepara- 
tion and Analysis Facility is equipped 
with state-of-the-art equipment, in- 
cluding a custom-designed ultra-pure 
water supply system, a dissolved car- 
bon analyser, a high performance liq- 
uid chromatography system, an au- 
tomatic titration system, gamma ra- 
diation spectroscopy equipment, and 
various smaller items. 

This facility is uniquely capa- 



ble of developing new methods and 
preparing water samples of various 
environmental origins - from very 
pure to more contaminated - for sub- 
sequent analysis. This new laboratory 
is unrivalled for its custom-designed 
high purity water system. 

The following agencies pro- 
vided financial support, equipment or 
infrastructure funding to the Radio- 
chemical Preparation and Analysis 
Facility: Canada Foundation for In- 
novation, Ontario Innovation,

Ottawa Students Face Expulsion Over Etbics Paper 

A group of Carleton University students has been accused of 
cheating - on an ethics assignment. Associate Dean Donald Russell 
said Tuesday about 30 engineering students had been assigned to write 
an essay on ethics. Instead of using original material, they plagiarized 
work they found on the Internet, he said. 

A program coordinator discovered the alleged plagiarism by com- 
paring the essays the students submitted to essays on a similar subject 
that are easily available on the Net, 

The university is still investigating the cases, but it appears tfiat 
in one plagiarized submission, only four words had been changed. 

Russell said he is disaK>ointed in the students. "I've been a little 
bit surprised th^ the students under time pressure believe that it's easy 
for fliem to find material on the Web and put it into their essays, and 
don't expect it's equally easy for the faculty to find the same material to 
essentially check if they've taken any material from the Internet," he 
said. 

"The students are recognizing that, as we go through the inves- 
tigations this week." 

Each of the accused students will be questioned, but if it's estab- 
lished they did indeed cheat tiiey face penalties that range from a fail- 
ing grade to expulsion. 



Student Suspended Because Goat Snielled Like Pot 

An Ottawa-area high school suspended a student on Tuesday 
because his jacket smelled like pot. Chris Laurin, 1 5. was sent home 
and told not to come back to St. Matthew Catholic High School in Or- 
leans for two days after a police dog zeroed in on his winter coat. The 
police were on a routine search of the school when the coat was singled 
out 

Police and school officials ontered the boy's pockets emptied 
and searched his locker. They found nothing, bnt Ae principal decided 
to suspend him anyway under the board's safe schools policy. 

'TlKre shouldn't be drugs at school," said Laurin. "But suspend- 
ing me over nothing is a totally different topic." 

The Ottawa-Carleton Catholic School Board supports the school 
decision, although superintendent of student services Michael Baine 
won't comment specifically on the case. 

He said board policy doesn't spell out punishments for every 
possible infraction, leaving school officials a lot of latitude. "You can't 
have a specific thing for every possible thing that can occur around 
weapons ot drugs or alcohol or anything else," he said. "A principal has 
to look at an entire picture and has to make a determination as to what 
the appropriate punishment is." 

Police say dogs can smell marijuana on clothing for months af- 
ter exposure. Baine says regular drug searches are part of the board's 
safe schools program aimed at keeping drugs, alcohol and weapons out 
of schools.

Canada's new $5 bill was of- 
ficially unveiled on Wednesday, but 
some people got a sneak peek at the 
bills after some banks accidentally 
handed them out earlier this week. 
The new blue bill, called Children at 
Play, was unveiled at a ceremony in 
Montreal. It depicts Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier on the front and children to- 
bogganing, learning to skate and 
playing hockey on the back. 

"The new $5 note pays hom- 
age to children as Canada's future, 
and play as a healthy part of their 
physical, social, and cultural devel- 
opment," said Finance Minister Paul 
Martin in a statement. 

"It is also a celebration of 




Canada's northern climate where our 
winter pastimes - in particular the 
game of hockey - reflect our sport- 
ing heritage." 

Martin and Bank of Canada 
governor David Dodge unveiled the 
bill at what was once centre ice at the 
Montreal Forum, now known as the 
Pepsi Forum. The bill is part of the 
new Canadian Journey series, which 
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includes new security features to help 
thwart counterfeiters. Some of the 
security features on the new $5 bill 
are: 

- raised ink 

- iridescent maple leaves 

- a hidden number

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Web Child-Porn Ring Shiut Down

WASHINGTON (AP) - The FBI says 
it expects to arrest at least 50 more 
people by week's end as it breaks up 
an Internet child-pornography ring 
that allegedly included two Catholic 
priests, six other members of the 
clergy, a school bus driver and a ci- 
vilian law enforcement employee. 

The agency said Monday its 
"Operation Candyman" sweep al- 
ready had resulted in criminal 
charges against more than 89 people 
in 26 states. The effort targeted mem- 
bers of three Internet discussion 
groups on Yahoo Inc.'s Web site, in- 
cluding one called "Candyman," ap- 
parently named after a song in the 
1971 children's movie "Willy Wonka 
and the Chocolate Factory." 

"I'd like to see one sweep a 
day," said Bruce J. Gebhardt, FBI 
executive assistant director for crimi- 
nal investigations and cyber-crime. 
"We want to keep the pressure upon 
all these people." 

All three Internet groups have 
been shut down. Investigators de- 
clined to identify the other two 
groups by name, saying it might in- 
terfere with efforts to trace suspects 
through their e-mail addresses. They 
said 7,000 people worldwide regis- 
tered e-mail addresses with the 
Candyman group, and authorities 
were able to trace 1 ,400 people in the 
United States through those ad- 
dresses. 

"A new marketplace for child 
pornography has opened in the dark 
comers of cyberspace," Attorney 
General John Ashcroft said Monday 
in announcing the investigation. 
"There will be no free rides on the 
Internet for those who traffic in child 
pornography." 

Gebhardt said Yahoo execu- 
tives cooperated with FBI requests 
for information about the subscrib- 
ers to the discussion groups. iBut 
Gebhardt declined to say whether he 
believed Yahoo should have moni- 
tored its discussion groups to prevent 
them from operating as open ex- 
changes for child pornography. 

Organizers of the Candyman 
group described it online as "for peo- 
ple who love kids. You can post any 
type of messages you like, too, or any 
type of pics and vids you like, too. 
P.S. If we all work together we will 
have the best group on the Net." 

Mike Heimbach, head of the 
FBI's child crime unit, described the 
images exchanged on the Candyman 
group as "very explicit" and "hard- 
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core. 

FBI officials in Washington 
declined to identify by name any of 
those arrested or charged, except to 
list the occupations of some they de- 
scribed as "significant perpetrators" 
because they held jobs where they 
might spend time with children. 

The officials said those peo- 
ple included a Catholic priest in the 
St. Louis area; a school bus driver in 
Albany, N.Y.; a preschool teacher's 
aide in Las Vegas; a child photogra- 
pher and an unspecified clergy mem- 
ber in Philadelphia; and a person the 
FBI described as a civilian law en- 
forcement employee in West Vir- 
ginia. That person has not been ar- 
rested, FBI Special Agent Bill 
Crowley said, declining to provide 
further details. 

The FBI did not further iden- 
tify the denominations of the non- 
Catholic clergy members implicated 
in the sweep. 

In Las Vegas, authorities said 
Beckham Baker, 23, was indicted 
Feb. 6 on one charge of receiving 
child pornography and one charge of 
possession of child pornography. 
Baker, who worked in a southern 
Nevada day care center, is free pend- 
ing his next court appearance. 

FBI Special Agent Gayle 
Jacobs said authorities moved 
quickly to arrest Baker because of his 
job. "Obviously, he needed to be re- 
moved from working with children," 
she said. 

Reached by telephone Mon- 
day at his Las Vegas apartment. 
Baker said he was seeking to hire a 
lawyer and declined to comment fur- 
ther. 

The school bus driver in New 



York was identified as Shannon 
Timothy Macauley, 36, of Constable, 
N.Y. Macauley was charged by state 
police in November and December 
with sodomizing five boys. Another 
arrest in New York was of John J. 
Schmidt Jr., 51, of Dolgeville, N.Y. 
Schmidt, an elementary school 
teacher, was charged in November 
with receiving child pornography on 
his home computer from Internet 
sites. 

Schmidt pleaded innocent. 
His attorney, Frank Policelli, said he 
couldn't comment on evidence he 
still hasn't seen. 

"The government always 
comes forth before anybody can see 
what kind of case they have," 
Policelli said. "You can't form an 
opinion just because the government 
made charges. They can charge any- 
body." 

In St. Louis, archdiocese of- 
ficials disclosed earlier this month 
that a computer belonging to the Rev. 
John Hess, a priest at Sacred Heart 
Catholic Church in Florissant, had 
been seized as part of a child pornog- 
raphy investigation. But authorities 
could not say late Monday whether 
that search was related to Monday's 
announcement in Washington. Hess 
has been removed from the parish. 

FBI spokesman Pete Gulotta 
in Baltimore confirmed that among 
those also charged was the Rev. Tho- 
mas A. Rydzewski, an associate pas- 
tor at the Cathedral of Mary Our 
Queen in Baltimore. His arrest on 
Dec. 13 had been previously an- 
nounced there by authorities, but 
there was no indication of a larger 
investigation until Monday's an- 
nouncement. 
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I Sharpe Not Guilty of 
Possessing Written Child 
Pornography

John Robin Sharpe is not 
guilty of possessing or distribut- 
ing written child pornography, 
British Columbia Supreme Court 
Judge Duncan Shaw ruled on 
Tuesday. Sharpe was found guilty 
of two counts of possessing por- 
nographic picmres of children, a 
finding that was expected because 
he had admitted the facts in one 
of the two situations. The judge 
said Sharpe 's defense on the writ- 
ten material succeeded on two grounds. imMSm^i''^'"''^' 

First, Sharpe stated that written material must advocate committing 

a sexual crime with a child to be illegal. "These writings simply describe 

morally repugnant acts," the judge said, but the stories "do not actively 

advocate or counsel the reader to engage in the acts described." Therefore, 

■ they are not illegal. 

Shaw also said the stories had artistic merit, based on testimony fh)m 
I two out of three experts. Artistic merit is a defence, "irrespective of whether 
the work is considered pornographic," he wrote. 

Sharpe will be sentenced for possession of the pictures on May 2. 
S Judge Shaw has asked for a reprort on electronic monitoring. Sharpe could 
I be jailed, placed under house arest with an electronic monitor, or receive a 
I lesser sentence. 

The ruling was welcomed as increasing literary freedom by Sharpe 
land his lawyer, but denounced as harmful to children by Rosalind Prober, 
I co-founder of Beyond Borders, an organization dedicated to protecting chil- 
li dren. "It still is a crime to possess child pornography," said prosecutor 
I Terry Schultes. 

The B.C. government could appeal the finding, further extending a 
lease which began in 1995 when Sharpe was caught at the U.S.-Canada bor- 
|der carrying some of the pictures and stories that were the subject of Shaw's 
I ruling. 

Vancouver police later searched his house and found additional sto- 
iries and pictures. Sharpe 's case came to national attention after he won a 
I trial and then an appeal in B.C. based on his constitutional challenge of the 
I child pornography law. 

Amid a wave of anger, the federal and six provincial attomeys-gen- 
jeral appealed the B.C. ruling to the Supreme Court of Canada. In January 
1 2001, the top court upheld the ban on possessing child pornography, with 
I two exceptions. One said that people can't be prosecuted for written or 
I visual materials created for their their own use and the other allows visual 
i materials as long as photos don't show unlawful acts and are for the own- 
I er's own use. The Supreme Court sent Sharpe 's case back for retrial in 
i B.C., which took place in January. 

Child advocates and sexual abuse investigators say the B .C. Supreme 
Court's decision to make sexually explicit stories about children legal will 
Sonly encourage sexual predators. 

Sharpe has refused to paraphrase the content of his stories, entitled 
:; Boyabuse, Timothy and the Terrorist, and Stand by America. He has spent 
I the last seven years defending his right to author them. "Look, read the 
I decision. The decision contains descriptions of the stories," said Sharpe. 
The stories contain graphic descriptions of adults torturing or having sex 
; with children. 

Vancouver police detective Noreen Waters has read Sharpe 's stories, 
and says she thinks they go too far. "I think if anybody in the community 
read that material they'd be appalled, absolutely appalled," she says. Wa- 
ters says this type of literature sexually excites pedophiles and is often pos- 
sessed by child abusers. 

Child advocates have also expressed concern about the writings, 
I which they say romanticize violent acts against children.

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David Koresh and the Branch Davidians 




The world watched in awe 
and gruesome fascination as the 
fifty-one day stand-off between the 
FBI and the Branch Davidians of 
Waco, Texas ended in a deadly 
blaze on Monday, April 19^ 1993. 
Four American federal agents and 
eighty Branch Davidians, including 
twenty-one children and leader 
David Koresh were killed and sev- 
eral others were injured. 

David Koresh was por- 
trayed in the media as an "evil messiah" who abused his followers both physi- 
cally and sexually. Given the escalating hysteria and tension surrounding the 
armed stand-off, it was easy to paint the Branch Davidians as the stereotypical 
cult; dangerous, mistreating children, and demonically bent on violence and 
destruction. 

In point of fact, Koresh was deeply committed to biblical scripture. He 
knew the Bible inside and out and was firm on his own interpretation of the 
scripture. Koresh, and subsequently his followers, were well aware of the fact 
that he would "die in battle". It was of course necessary for his martyrdom 
and to fulfill his prophecy about the end of the world. 

Koresh believed that this final battle would take place in 1995 in Is- 
rael, not in Waco, Texas in 1993. Throughout the ordeal at the Mount Carmel 
compound, Koresh expressed hope for a peaceful end to the stand-off. He 
claimed he could not surrender until he had heard "the word of God" tell him 
what to do. The FBI saw this as a ploy to buy more time and manipulate them. 
Federal agents grew tired and stormed the compound. 

The appeal of Koresh to his followers, most of whom were plucked 
from the Adventist movement, was his innate talent for revealing the truth 
about biblical scripmre. He focused intense personal attention on each new 
recruit. Many members claimed that they learned more about the Bible in 
three hours with Koresh than they had in a lifetime of studying scripture on 
their own. 

As one member stated about Koresh, "He'd say 'what is it that you 
want? More Bible study?' and everyone would run and get their Bibles and 
come down. We might sit there for 15, 19, 10 or 6 hours. It would depend. It 
was never a bore. He could have been a professional entertainer, the best this 
world has ever seen. He would have us in stitches. We'd sit there for hours. It 
was great being around him." 

There was a darker side to David Koresh. He advocated the stockpil- 
ing of many weapons, in preparation for the apocalypse. He was also a po- 
lygamist; his several wiv^ till bearing his children. No one else in the group 
was permitted to have any sexual relations. His children were to hold a sacred 
position in the Kingdom of god that would be established in Israel. Cult mem- 
bers actually believed that "David was shouldering that burden for us", in 
reference to the burden of having sex, even with their own spouses. 

Whether the fatal incident at the Mount Carmel compound in Waco, 
Texas was the result of poor judgement on the part of the US Federal agents or 
the result of deviant, maniacal behavior of a religious cult, or both, we may 
never know. But the fact remains that several people died needlessly and the 
dangers of a cult should be understood, not over-estimated or underestimated. 



Christian Science 



This cult explosion was the pet project of Mrs. Mary Baker Eddy. She claimed to be 
following biblical scripture and she believed that it had been so badly distorted by human error 
and the 'mortal mind' that she alone had been inspired by God to give its correct interpretation. 
Her interpretation was called Science and Health and led to the birth of Christian Science. 

According to Mrs. Eddy, one must never, ever try to read the Bible without her "Key to the 
Scriptures". Reading without her guide to scripture was liable to confuse and corrupt her follow- 
ers. There simply was no possible understanding of the Bible unless it was through Mary Baker 
Eddy's interpretation. In fact, Mrs. Eddy claimed that before her, no one had understood God's 
message in the Bible. Christian Scientists were taught to memorize all of Mrs. Eddy's writings, 
but never to memorize the Bible. They were also taught that her writings actually were the sec- 
ond-coming of Christ. Mrs.Eddy was to be revered above Jesus, it was she who was the Leader 
and it was she, and only she, that understood God's message. Strict controls were in place so that 
none of her followers ever read any other relevant material or ever read the bible without her Key 
to the Scriptures. The reason for this was very simple. She didn't want any of her followers to 
know that she had plagiarized her ideas and writings from various sources. 

In 1861 , her first husband brought her to a famous hypnotist and spiritualist who could 
cure her condition as an invalid. Phineas Parhurst Quimby brought Mary Baker Eddy back to 
health. In turn, she repaid him by stealing his philosophical teachings, combining them with ideas 
from "The Metaphysical Religion of Hegel" by Francis Lieber, and teachings from Reverend 
Hugh Blain, as well as several other minor sources. She copied verbatim 33 pages from Lieber, 
including over 100 pages in substance. All of her teachings were stolen and based on the Eastern 
Mysticism associated with Hinduism. She taught that there was no sin, no hell, and that death is 
an illusion. There is no need to be concerned with salvation because everyone will live eternally 
whether or not they believed in Jesus. Jesus was just a man who was a perfect example of how to 
live your life. One could not even use medicine or doctors because matter wasn't real anyway and 
those things only took you farther away from God. 

In her final years, Mrs. Eddy's health deteriorated to such a bad state that she was in 
constant pain and completely immobile. She didn't even believe her own rhetoric and relied heav- 
ily on morphine to endure through her pain. This was a woman determined to have and maintain 
absolute power over her followers. She exploited their need for religious security and knowledge 
by cheating and lying about everything. She forced her followers to revere her above anyone else 
and rigidly controlled everything that they believed in. Unfortunately for those who dedicated 
their whole lives to her, she was a complete and utter sham. 




Unification Church 



Oprah Winfrey 



Probably one of the best known, as most loved television personalities of the 1980's, 1990's 
and now the new millennium. Oprah has quickly moved from harmless television talk show host to 
probably the most powerful cult leader in history. Not based on religion at all, the cult that Oprah 
leads is more interested in inner-growth and an better understanding of themselves, all the while 
doing the bidding of the Oprah. 

It was when Oprah took control of her television show, under the clever guise of Harpo 
Productions (Oprah backwards) that she gained her power. Instead of bringing hemaphrodidic les- 
bian midget nuns to the masses every week, she began her campaign of 'feeling'. 

Her power was shown on national television a few times, but none as shocking as when she 
actually made herself skinny, pulling a cart full off the fat she supposedly lost. Fans and followers 
alike were astounded and they all vowed to lose weight.

Core members usually live in church centers and work full time for 
the movement. Most followers work on the street selling literature, flow- 
ers or other goods for extended periods of time. All of their earnings are 
turned over to the church. This fund-raising is used to further the influence 
and economic power of the church and of Sun Myung Moon, known as 
The Father to his followers. 

Moon chooses marriage partners for his followers and often per- 
forms mass wedding ceremonies in which hundreds and even thousands 
of couples are wed at the same time. Many of these people don't even 
know who their spouses are, but wed anyway because it is the will of the 
Father, The last mass marriage ceremony was televised on international 
TV. 

Some of the brainwashing techniques that Moon has been accused 
of include; love-bombing in which there is constant affection and touching 
between groups of people, sleep deprivation, protein withdrawal, sugar- 
buzzing in which blood-sugar levels are increased to create muddled brain 
activity, repetitive lectures, familiar music with "restored" lyrics, and other 
seemingly innocent but insidious devices. The extent to which these accu- 
sations are true still remains in question.

"Scientology is quite likely 
the most ruthless, the most classi- 
cally terroristic, the most litigious 
and the most lucrative cult the coun- 
try has ever seen. No cult extracts 
more money from its members." 
-Cynthia Kisser, Head of the Cult 
Awareness Network Before the 
Church of Scientology Bought It 

When you think of 
Scientology, you think of moronic 
celebrities like John Travolta and 
Tom Cruise dumping truckloads of 
cash into a religion that looks like 
nothing more than a big, fat tax 
write-off. Sadly, this largely seems 
to be the widespread, mainstreJam 
image that Scientology has man- 
aged to wrangle itself, portraying 
itself as a well-meaning but some- 
what expensive way of livitig. 
However, nothing could be further 
from the truth, as a trickle of ram- 
, Wing complaints and bizarre coin- 
cidences would gradually spill oyer 
into a torrent of lawsuits and jour- 
nalistic tirades that would expose 
the tughly controversial practices at 
the heart of the Scientological em- 
pire. 

In the Beginning. . . ' 

It all started with a man 
named L. Ron Hubbard, a science 
fiction writer who had served time 
in the Navy during Wwld War II. 
Having found moderate success in 
the field of pulp fiction, Hubbard 
composed "Dianetics: The Modem 
Science ofMental Health" in 1950. 
Although it seemed little more than 
a questionable take on psycho- 
tiierapy at the time, it would even- 
tually prove to be one of the very 
comerttones of Scientology belief. 
'In this text, Hubbard proposed the 
creation of a device known as an "E- 
meter", which was to be used in a 
process of "auditing" an unhappy 
individual. Unhappiness, he ex- 
plained, was caused by 'mental ab- 
normalities called "engrams", 
which were created by trauma in 
one's earlier life, and could be re- 
moved during auditing - that is to 
say, if someone were to discuss their 
past while attached to the E-meter. 
Hubbard found this concept draw- 
ing such a following that, over the 
years, he added more and more 
steps to the cleansing process, each 
more costly than the last. Eventu- 
ally, he added a belief structure and 
declared his creation to be a scien- 
tifically and medically sound way 
of life, embodied as the Church of 
Scientology, and applied in the early 
'60s for tax exemption for his over- 
whelmingly financially successful 
endeavor. 

This ended in 1967, and 
when a federal court declared 
Hubbard's "audits" to be without 
sufficient medical or scientific ba- 
sis, he converted his system to a 
full-out religion. When the IRS 
decided to take a peek at 
Scientology's books, they discov- 
ered that Hubbard himself had been 
fijimeling neariy 200 million of the 
Church's money tfirough fake off- 
shore companies into Swiss bank 
accounts; however, before tax fraud 
prosecution could begin in 1986, 




Hubbard died. Though the Church 
managed to hide such information 
prior to their leader's demise, it was 
later revealed through de-classified 
FBI documents and a variety of law- 
suits that Hubbard was classified by 
the government as "mentally unsta- 
ble", a "compulsive liar", that he had 
been a drug addict who was charged 
for torturing and beating his wife, an 
adulterer, and that he had been diag- 
nosed countless times as a paranoid 
schizophrenic who should be insti- 
tutionalized (which would explain his 
hatred of psychiatrists). 

As It Stands Now 

As stated by Hubbard, the cult 
still has as its base idea the cleansing 
of one's body via the use of E-me- 
ters, even today, fifty years after its 
initiation. However, the cost for such 
a cleansing can run in the thousands 
(in 1991, auditing cost $1000 per 
hour), and doing so will only clear 
but a small portion of your problems. 
In fact, the initial set is just a lure that 
leads its members through "the 
Bridge": a set of teachings and proc- 
esses that members must go through 
in order to achieve "true enlighten- 
ment", all of which costs exorbitant 
amounts of money. To help pay for 
these ridiculously expensive proc- 
esses (see sidebar), new recruits - 
"raw meat", according to Hubbard - 
are encouraged to bring in new mem- 
bers, or to sign themselves over to 
the church in contracts to the tune of 
"a billion years" of labor. In fact, 
Hubbard's memos to Church officials 
says to "Make sure that lots of bod- 
ies move through the shop." If there 
was ever any doubt about the true 
beliefs of this cult, consider the fol- 
lowing excerpt from another 
Hubbard memo: "Make money. 
Make more money. Make odiers pro- 
duce so as to make money . . . How- 
ever you get them in or why, just do 
it." In 1987 alone, the Church made 
S503 million; since then, enrollment 
has jumped, though critics agree that 
it runs to about 50,000, and not quite 
to the "8 million" status that they 
claim. 

The Big, Big, Big Secret 

The biggest possible secret 
that a Scientologist could learn, af- 
ter having paid hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars of course, is to learn 
the Uue nature of the E-meters, and 
what "engrams" truly are. As stated 
in the "Who is Xenu?" Anti- 
Scientology leaflet: 



"Once upon a time (75 mil- 
lion years ago to be more precise) 
there was an alien galactic ruler 
named Xenu. Xenu was in charge of 
all the planets in this part of the gal- 
axy including our own planet Earth, 
except in those days it was called 
Teegeeack. 

: Now Xenu hada problem. All 
of the 76 planets he controlled were 
overpopulated. Each planet had on 
average 178 billion people. He 
wanted to get rid of all the overpopu- 
lation so he had a plan. 

Xenu took over complete con- 
trol with the help of renegades to 
defeat the good people and the Loyal 
Officers. Tlien with tfie help of psy- 
chiatrists he called in billions of peo- 
ple for income tax inspections where 
they were instead given injections of 
alcohol and glycol mixed to paralyse 
them. Then they were put into space 
planes that looked exactly like DC8s 
(except they had rocket motors in- 
stead of propellers). 

These DCS space planes then 
flew to planet Earth where the para- 
lysed people were stacked around the 
bases of volcanoes in their hundreds 
of billions. When they had finished 
stacking them around then H-bombs 
were lowered into the volcanoes. 
Xenu then detonated all the H-bombs 
at the same time and everyone was 
kUled. 

The story doesn't end there 
though. Since everyone has a soul 
(called a "thetan" in this story) then 
you have to trick souls into not com- 
ing back again. So while the hun- 
dreds of billions of souls were being 
blown around by the nuclear winds 
he had special electronic traps that 
caught all the souls in electronic 
beams (the electronic beams were 
sticky like fly-paper). 

After he had captured all these 
souls he had them packed into boxes 
and taken to a few huge cinemas. 
There all the souls had to spend days 
watching special 3D motion pictures 
that told them what life should be like 
and many confijsing things. In this 
film they were shown false pictures 
and told they were God, The Devil 
and Christ. In the story this process 
is called "implanting". 

When the films ended and the 
souls left the cinema these souls 
started to stick together because since 
they had all seen the same film they 
thought they were the same people. 
They clustered in groups of a few 
thousand. Now because there were 
only a few living bodies left they 



stayed as clusters and inhabited these 
bodies. 

As for Xenu, the Loyal Offic- 
ers finally overthrew him and they 
locked him away in a mountain on 
one of the planets. He is kept in by a 
force-field powered by an eternal 
battery and Xenu is still alive today." 

Around the time of his death, 
Hubbard was subsisting on a diet of 
"pinks and blues", consumed with his 
own visions, obsessed with ridding 
his body of "thetans". , 

Enemies of The Church 

In his years as head of the 
Church, Hubbard was particularly 
concerned about the organization's 
image, and how to respond to "sup- 
pressive *",ias the official doctrines 
referred to anyone that dared to speak 
negatively a})out the group. In order 
to ensure ma?cimum possible compli- 
ance with the Church's views, 
Hubbard initiated a policy entitled 
"Fair Game", which states that any- 
one perceived to be an enemy "may 
be deprived pf property or injured by 
any means by any Scientologist", and 
that said person "may be tricked, sued 
or lied to or destroyed." This is al- 
most always accomplished by a blitz 
of bad publicity, misinterpreted facts 
as well as flat-out lies focused against 
the detractor so as to discredit them, 
thus rendering their opinions invalid 
in the public's eyes, or as Hubbard 
himself put it, "depopularizing the 
enemy to a point of total oblitera- 
tion." To this end, Hubbard amassed' 
a colossal intelligence-gathering net- 
work, culminating in the creation of 
the Office of Special Affairs (OSA), 
which a 1991 article in Time claimed 
rivaled even that ofthe FBI itself. On 
countless occasions, agents of the 
OSA - almost always Scientology 
members themselves - have been 
coixyicted of major federal crimes; 
one such incident iiKludes a top-level 
mission in which a number of mem- 
bers, including Hubbard's own wife, 
were sent to jail for attempting to 
break into a publicly prominent de- 
tractor's home for the purpose of 
stealing intelligence info, planting 
damning evidence, and to wire the 
residence with a number of bugs. 
This is even without going into de- 
tail about how they deal with doubts 
within their own ranks: any member 
who is deemed to be "a potential 
threat" can be sent off to nigh-ines- 
capable Scientology-run slave-labor 
camps, or confined in 

The rise of the Internet has 
also brought Scientology's fight to 
the virtual foium, as they threaten any 
Internet Service Provider who dares 
to host any anti-Scientology litera- 
ture, threats that they very gladly 
carry tfirough in the form of million- 
dollar lawsuits. In fact, it's been 
shown that the Church's goal is not 
to actually squeeze money out of 
their targets, but to "bury them with 
so much paperwork and litigation" 
that they'll either give up or that sup- 
porting tfieir lawyers will cause them 
to go bankrupt In recent decades, 
the Church has moved into the realm 
of house raids as well as legally ques- 
tionably search-and-seizures carried 
about Scientology members, all com- 
mitted while the target is away. 



The Pauiette Cooper Case 

This sort of thing has long 
since been standard procedure, 
thou^ it was perh^s most perfectly 
exemplified with the Pauiette 
Cooper case. Pauiette Cooper was 
an author looking to publish an in- 
credibly damning book about 
Scientology, and thus set herself up 
to be the subject of Operation 
Freakout, which sought not only to 
discredit her, but also to drive her 
insane and to have her sent to jail. 
To this end, the Church hired a look- 
alike to march into a public library 
and type up a bomb threat to Henry 
Kissinger on the library typewriter. 
Then, they would seek to drug 
Pauiette so as to be able to place her 
fingerprints on the document, and 
to plant various bugs around her 
apartment. Nahirally, they followed 
this up by using the look-alike to 
travel around town, spouting anti- 
Semitic dogma so as to attract nega- 
tive attention and potential lawsuits 
against her. That wasn't all; they 
also attempted to drive her insane 
using pervasive psychological war- 
fare that included phoning in death 
threats and having confidence trick- 
sters to worm their way into living 
with her. They even arranged to 
have a man with unloaded gun to 
knock on her door, who, upon her 
having answered, pointed it at her 
face and dry-fired. Despite this end- 
less harassment, Pauiette neverthe- 
less managed to have her book pub- 
lished, though her name wasn't 
completely cleared until an FBI raid 
of the L.A. Scientology quarters in 
the early '80s revealed a treasure 
trove of Church counter-attack doc- 
trines, including the Operation 
Freakout plans. It was this raid that 
also turned up that the Church had 
stolen numerous IRS and federal 
documents in the hopes of "erasing 
all trace of the Church's suspicious 
dealings", and that Church-spon- 
sored harassment, framing, kidnap- 
ping, and even murder were all au- 
thorized procedures. 

The End? 

Even after having been 
banned or prosecuted by Australia, 
Greece, Egypt, Germany, Norway, 
Sweden and France, the Church of 
Scientology still stands strong on the 
global stage, using its almost limit- 
less sources of cash and its 
terroristic tactics to either prosecute 
its detractors into financial oblivion 
or to ruin them completely. With 
such obvious tactics, it's highly 
questionable how it could possibly 
attract such high-profile and highly 
outspoken supporters as John 
Travolta, Tom Cruise, Kirstie Alley, 
Jenna Elfman, and Nancy 
Cartwright (that's the voice of Bart 
Simpson for you heathens). (Side 
note: Scream star Jamie Kennedy is 
Hubbard's own great-great grand- 
son, but persists in referring to the 
creator of Scientology as his 
''meglomaniacal psychotic cuckoo 
for cocoa puffs great-grandfather.") 
Whatever their reason for joining, 
it's important that you understand 
what you're up against.

And of course, there's no ignoring the 
whole "Jesus" fting. His modier, Mary, was 
chosen, willingly abducted and impregnated by 
the Elohim so that her son would be able to 
inherit the Elohim's telepathic abilities and 
could become a prophet for their cause. As a 
result, all of Jesus' "mir^les" were in fact gifts 
from his Elohim fathers. Tliat's right, they used 
telepathic group hypnosis to amaze his throngs 
of crowds, concentrated lasers to heal his pa- 
tients, and focused anti-gravity beams on his 
feet to help him walk across water. Even his 
famed "multiplication of bread" was accom- 
plished through the Elohim's gift of synthetic 
dehydrated food. And yes, his death was al- 
lowed by the Elohim, along with Jesus' own 
permission, while his temporary resurrection 
was accomplished via the cloning of some of 
his former cells.

"sensual meditation". Alttiough few people 
outside the religion (except of course for those 
who purchased the Sensual Meditation 
Manual) are aw^e what exactly this may con- 
stitute, there are a few hints out there. For in- 
stance, if you wish to participate in "group sen- 
sual meditation" at the Raelian camps, you're 
asked to have yourself tested t<x sexually trans- 
mitted diseases and to have a wc»rking knowl- 
edge of condoms and birth control aids. 

-People must act in a totally peaceful and non- 
violent manner, and demonstrate respect to- 
wards all living things. . .except when it comes 
to sports, in which case people are encouraged 
to be as brutally violent as they possibly can. 
On the Elohim homework!, children are en- 
couraged to kill each other in sporting events 
in order to vent their violent iiiges. 

-There is no such thing as "evolution". All 
creatures, including humans, are gradually im- 
proved in Elohim laboratories and replace their 
inferior versions on Earth. Or, in odier words, 
everyone and everything is "upgraded". 

-Telepathy is possible to anyone, provided they 
allow their hair to grow long enough. Hair is a 
telepathic organ, and chopping it off is not only 
frowned upon by the Elohim creators, but do- 
ing so also inhibits one's abilities to commu- 
nicate telepathically. 

-Apart from creating an embassy for the 



Elohim masters, gaining the ability to suc- 
cessfully clone human bemgs is a drivmg 
goal for the Raelians, TTie Creators hold this 
as a way to ensure eternal life, enabling one 
to live forever by transferring consciousness 
from one's dying body to a clone of a 
healthier, younger body. The drive to achieve 
this goal has led to the creation of clone-re- 
lated companies such as InsuraClone, 
Ovul Aid, as well as Clonaltet, where you can 
pay vast sums of money to retain a genetic 
sample of your pet, enabling you to have it 
cloned upon its demise. More importantly, 
however, it has also led to the creation of 
ClonAid, which holds the same values of 
ClonaPet, only with the goal of being able to 
create clones of human beings. Though it 
might sound like a joke, this very company 
has led to the emergence of the Raelian com- 
munity in the American media, as R^l him- 
self ^pear^d in front of the U.S. Congress 
last year to discuss the value of cloning and 
clone-relied laws. This plan backfired, how- 
ever, when the U.S. government decided to 
investigate the QonAid facilities, and sub- 
sequently banned their work trcm taking 
place on American soil. ClonAid has since 
attempted to sue the government for this ban, 
without success. 

On a related note, it has been revealed that 
eventually humankind will no longer even 
require bodies, instead being able to main- 
tain consciousness within computers.

According to Rael, the Eardi as we 
know it will soon come to an end, though 
the exact reason why remains shrouded in 
alien mystery. When the world is destroyed 
and everyone dies in horrible, hcMrrible ways, 
the Elohim will use their advanced technol- 
ogy to re-create humans who are deemed 
worthy enough to live on the Homeworld. 

In order to determine who is worthy 
of being "resurrected" via cloning, the 
Elohim use complex machinery to detect 
human brainwaves which are then recorded 
and stored for further reference. In essence, 
they read and record eveiy single thought that 
ever popped into every head that ever saw 
the light of day. After the Apocalypse, the 
Elohim will use this "thought log" to re-cre- 
ate clones of productive and well-meaning 
humans, while diose who were evil will be 
cloned so that they may be tortured for all 
eternity. 

Conclusion 

Well, there you have it: a Beginner's 
Guide to Raelianism, Version 3.0.

He was taken from 
her when she and her brother were arrested for armed 
robbery, and when she was released, she was consid- 
ered unfit to care for hira. As a result, he ended up 
being shuffled from home to home, and at the age of 
9, he was sent to reform school for stealing. From 
here a long life of crime began, trusting in no one 
and only being helpful to those from whom he felt 
he could obtain something. When he was finally re- 
leased in 1954 at the age of nineteen, he seemed to 
be headed back onto the straightond narrow. He met 
a waitress who bore him a son and worked at various 
low-paying jobs, supplementinghis income by steal- 
ing cars. Eventually, he ended ijp in prison when he 
was caught driving one of those cars. 

He spent three years in jail and his wife di- 
vorced him. When he was released, he took up the 
job that any red-blooded American would do in his 
situation: he became a pimp! Ut was arrested not 
one year later for trying to cashia stolen U.S. Treas- 
ury check for $37.50. This tira^ a female friend of 
Manson 's pretending to be pregnant pleaded with the 
judge to keep him out of jail and instead he received 
probation. Later that year he conned a woman out of 
$700 after getting her pregnant and drugging and rap- 
ing her roommate. This time, he was sent to jail. 

In prison as in die regular world, Manson 
proved to be an unstable fanatic. One obsession was 
his music, and having been influenced by the Beatles, 
he felt he could be much bigger, given a chance. He 
learned to play under the teachings of Alvin Karpis, 
an aging gangster. "There was something unmistak- 
ably unusual about Manson. He was a runt of sorts, 
but found his place as an experienced manipulator of 
others...! did feel manipulated, and under circum- 
stances where it hadn't 'been necessary," said Karpis. 

Manson was released in the spring of '67 and 
managed to blend in with the hippie crowd. He 
learned much, including how to use drugs to influ- 
ence people. He collected a group of followers, 
mostly emotionally troubled women, and through his 
skills he mmed them into a mindless group of zom- 
bies who would follow him into the ocean if he asked 
them to. They left San Francisco in '68 and eventu- 
ally conned George Spahn into letting them live on 
his ranch, where he could work on his music with his 
followers and make something that everyone could 
love. But another piece of Charlie was his philoso- 
phy which was centred oa a form of Armageddon. 



This philosophy is believed to have been a tool of his 
to con followers, but ftere are rumours that even he 
believed some of it. The Armageddon was said to be a 
racial war in which the black man would rise up and 
take the world in revenge for the way they had been 
treated. He predicted that the black man would win 
the war, but would ultimately lose the power because 
of innate inferiority. 

Manson claimed that he and his family would 
survive the war by hiding in a mythical cave that was 
supposed to exist in Death Valley. They would wait 
out die war, and when tfie black man had failed to keep 
the power, they would rise up and take the cities back 
with families that he predicted would have multiplied 
to 144,000. Unfortunately, the Armageddon was not 
starting soon enough for Manson, so he sent his people 
out to kill actress Sharon Tate and anyone else who 
may have been at her house in the most gruesome fash- 
ion imaginable. They would then take her wallet and 
leave it in the bathroom of a service station located in 
an ane^ heavily populated by blacks in the hopes that 
they ^^'ould take the credit cards and use them, thus 
tying them to the murder. The day after the Sharon 
Tate murder in which 5 people were viciously slaugh- 
tered, Manson and a few of his followers went to the 
LaBianca residence where they did the same to Leno 
and Rosemary LaBianca. 

Manson believed that they had pulled off the 
perfect crimes, but unfortunately one of his family mem- 
bers let some information slip, and Mansoi) was sen- 
tenced to death for his crimes. However, in '72 the 
California Supreme court abolished the death penalty, 
and so he ended up with a life sentence. "Hie 68 year 
old currently resides in Corcoran State Prison. In 1997, 
he had a chance for parole but was turned down, to 
which he replied, "That's cool." His next hearing is in 
2002.

Influential WWF 
Superstars

Over the years the WWF has seen many men and women come 
and go. The roster seems to change every year as it gets bigger and 
sometimes even smaller depending on the success of the product at that 
time. 

While there are the champions, the fan favourites and the wres- 
tlers that people love to hate there are very few superstars that make a 
distinct impression on the game. There are very few superstars that 
have been responsible for a permanent change in the WWF. In my own 
personal opinion only Hulk Hogan, Stone Cold Steve Austin and De- 
generation-X (Shawn Michaels and Hunter Hearst Helmsley) are the 
only men that have actually changed the direction of wrestling. Each of 
these men has contributed to the metamorphosis of the WWF in some 
way. 

Hulk Hogan 

TTie red and yellow machine is what put the WWF on the map. 
Sure, there were oflier stars at that time but none of them were bigger 
than Hulk Hogan. This is the man that people would line up for hours 
just to catch a glimpse of. Hogan is the man that filled the arenas for 
over a decade. You can argue that it was his match alone that was re- 
sponsible ior the first ever WrestleMania. After all, that tag team match 
was what the whole program was based on. 

Hulk Hogan became a household name in the 80's. Even non- 
wrestling fans knew who this guy was. TTie Hulk Hogan tank top be- 
came the hottest seller in the wrestling world. At that time there wasn't 
much merchandise available to the public. It was the demand of owning 
a piece of Hulk Hogan that started the WWF's merchandise power 

Ho|an was also one of the first and only men to go from the ring 
onto the silver screen with any success. Sure, some of the movies that 
he has made haven't been Oscar winners but what he has done has paved 
the way fd- guys like the Rock. Without Hogan having done it first and 
without Hogan doing it so well that door never would have been opened. 

Stone Cold Steve Austin 

The Rattlesnake was a character that the WWF has never seen. 
His antics are based firmly in uncharted WWF territory. The Stone Cold 
character is a basic blue-collared worker that everyone can relate to. He 
is a man that just simply got sick and tired of his boss. That's what the 
whole McMahon/Austin feud was all about. It was about a disgruntled 
employee that wasn't going to take no for an answer anymore and told 
his boss where to go. An employee/boss feud worked as well as it did 
because no one really likes everything about their boss. Austin just tapped 
into that. 

Austin's "I don't give a crap and I'm going to do what I want" 
attitude took the wrestling industry by storm and it also became the norm. 
Stone Cold made beer chugging, swearing and telling your boss were to 
go cool. Everyone wanted to be Stone Cold, everyone wanted to act like 
Stone Cold and everyone wanted to look like Stone Cold. Steve Aus- 
tin's t-shirt revolutionized the WWF's merchandizing industry as Aus- 
tin 3: 1 6 became the most talked about and most desired item in the coun- 
try. The Austin 3: 16 t-shirt smashed all the records set by Hulk Hogan 's 
shirt. Austin 3: 16 took the world by storm. 

Degeneration-X 

If Hulk Hogan is responsible for putting the WWF on the map 
then Shawn Michaels and Hunter Hearst Helmsley are responsible for 
putting it back there. In a time where the WWF product was stale and 
viewers where tuning into Monday Nitro rather than RAW, McMahon 
once again created a force that has never been seen before. DX was 
bom and so was WWF Attitude. 

The Degeneration-X style was in your face. They would tell you 
how it was, where it was going and if you didn't like it you could "Suck 
It". It was their language and their actions that brought a world of atten- 
tion back to the WWF. They hinted at swearing, were the kings of in- 
sults and when push came to shove they could do anything in the ring. 
They had power, finesse, speed, and most importantly, youth. It was 
their sex appeal that got the attention of the female fans. 

Degeneration-X was filled with controversy and as a result they 
attracted a lot of media coverage. Women's Rights groups and Parent 
groups all across North America tuned in and as a result there was also a 
lot of negative publicity. But the funny thing about controversy is that it 
sells and Vince McMahon knew this. The publicity drew viewers which 
drew more viewers and eventually after a year and a half of being sec- 
ond best the WWF was back on top. 
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Wrestlemania - Its Been 15 Years

So many people ask me 
why Wrestlemania is such a big 
deal. Well, for those of you who 
are not wrestling fans, you will 
never understand.

Just picture it; 93, 1 73 fans 
were packed into an arena made for 
football to see giants battle in the 
squared circle. I had never seen 
anything like it in my life. I was 
just a skinny 13 year-old kid won- 
dering if the fans would cheer with 
me as I rooted for my favorites or 
if they would lynch me. Most of 



my favorites lost, but I cheered my 
little heart out as my dad sat back and 
watched me and my love for pro 
wrestling. 

Of all the matches that there 
were, I was most excited to see Junk 
Yard Dog take on Harley Race. Only 
being a kid, 1 had no idea that Harley 
Race was a legend, so of course I was 
upset when JYD had to bow down to 
the King. It didn't phase me much 
because I was seeing my favorites 
live. Beefcake and Valentine, Roddy 
Piper, The Magnificent Muraco, Iron 
Sheik and Nikolai Volkoff were just 
a few of the wrestlers I will never 
forget seeing. 

Tlie best matches of the night 
were the ones the crowd wanted to 
see most. First came Billy Jack 
Haynes vs Hercules Hernandez in the 
battle of the Full Nelsons. Looking 
back this match was somewhat of a 
joke, but in 1987, this was the true 
battle of strength. They traded moves 
until finally they screwed the fans 
with a double count-out. 

The real battle of the giants 
came at the end of the night as Hulk 
Hogan put his heavyweight title on 



the line against the undefeated Andre 
the Giant. I was probably the only 
person in the arena cheering for 
Andre, but I hated Hulk Hogan! The 
match kept the audience on die edge 
of its seat for the entire 14 minutes. 
It felt longer at the time, but Andre 
was pretty sick at the time and could 
not wrestle long matches. I'll never 
forget the crowd reaction to Hogan's 
body slam on Andre. After over three 
hours of wrestling, the arena was still 
jacked and cheering like mad. It was 
unbelievable. 

Although the Heavyweight 
championship match was the main 
event, the match that stole the show 
was the Intercontinental Title match 
between Randy 'Macho Man' Sav- 
age and Ricky 'the Dragon' Steam- 
boat. The match was high energy 
from beginning to end. There were 
so many near falls that I lost my voice 
half way through the match. I never 
sat down once during the match. I 
still watch this match on tape and no 
one has ever matched it. 

So we jump ahead fifteen 
years and I have tickets to 
Wrestlemania again. This time in- 



stead of spending $100 for me and 
my dad to travel by bus to Michigan, 
I ended up spending $1100 on eight 
tickets for me and my friends. And 
you know what. . . it was so worth it. 

The excitement hit the second 
we saw the ring. I was pretty jacked 
before the event, but once I got to my 
seat and saw the ring, the ramp and 
the Titantron I went nuts. I was thir- 
teen again waiting to see Hulk Hogan 
come down the ramp to once again 
place a beating on a useless opponent. 
I needed to see anyone. Hell, I would 
have exploded out of my seat if the 
first match was Kaientai Vs Brisco 
and Patterson. You will never under- 
stand the excitement of Wrestlemania 
unless you go. 

One of the best points of the 
night was to see Ric Hair wrestle live. 
Sure, he had his ass handed to him 
by Undertaker, but JYD lost fifteen 
years ago, and I went on. Actually, 
my Wrestlemania curse continued as 
most people I cheered for lost their 
matches. 

The return of Hulk Hogan 
was beyond huge! The arena erupted 
when he came out giving me flash- 



backs to 1987, but this time I was 
on their side. I never liked Hogan 
much, but I hate the rock more. 
Maybe I will cheer for him at 
Wrestlemania XXX-3, but you 
never know. 

Comparing the two 
Wrestlemanias is like comparing 
Ric Flair and Hulk Hogan in their 
prime. Each had their bad and good 
points, but they were both great. 
Between the two shows I saw some 
of the greatest matches around; Sav- 
age/Steamboat, Hogan/Rock, Val- 
entine & Beefcake/Rougeaus, 
Edge/Booker T, Hogan/ Andre, Re- 
gal/RVD and more.
